THE good old Salvation Army is to lie highly commended 
for its fme work in helping men comiiig val of jail after 
serving the time they have heen sentenced to do for their 
crimes against society. In the Annual Report of the Police 
Court and Men's Social Departments of The Army, it is shown 
how the Officers of The Army have given the helping hand in 
these cases. Interviews in prison, finding employment for dis- 
charged prisoners, helping them with food and clothes and other 
temporary assistance, and many other bits of Good Samarit£in- 
Ism have been performed. 

This is one of tlie noblest bits of work that any Organ- 
isation could do, and The Salvation Army, in doing it, not only 
deserves the gratitude of the men and women they help, hut of 
society at large. The ex-prisoner is one of the most difficult 
cases to handle. Nobody wants him. Few care to give him 
a chance. Often he is followed up to job after job and exposed 
to employers as having been in jail, with the result that he 
loses job after job. Many men who have transgressed once 
only against the laws of their country and have been punished for 
it, and whose only desire is to go straight afterwards, are turned 
into habitual criminals by the harshness of their after-prison 
treatment. To such The Salvation Army eomes as a friend 
and big brother and gives the helping hand. For doing it The 
Army deserves the thanks of the community and the financial 
support of every right-thinking man and woman. God bless 
the under-dogs and the people who "help lame dogs over 
stiles."

portance that was attached to it. If 
there had not been bitter persecution, 
no doubt uniform-wearing would 
have been made compu!sor,y for 
Soldiers also. Now that the diffi- 
culty has passed, every Soldier 
should feel under obligation to wear, 
during the week, some token of his 
union with The Army. That many 
do not do this is, in my opinion, an 
evidence that the Devil is anxious to 
prevent this witness which might be 
so effective. 

When I speak of uniform for Sol- 
diers during the week, I am thinking 
chiefly of the shield or pin, oi- other 
Salvation Army label, worn on w^ork- 
ing clothes. This witnesses as ef- 
fectively for Jesus and speaks as 
loudly of separation from the world, 
as the complete uniform, which 
many would not find suitable for 
week-day wear ami tear. 

The Army Label 

In the early days of The Army, to 
tie an Army ribbon round the arm, 
or to weai' the large shield with 
"The Salvation Aimy" btaaoned 
across it, was the first step for Sol- 
diers, As a young Convert, The Sal- 
vation Ann\- label was such a great 
Irclp to mo that I ivieh 1 could help 
all young Salvationists to wear it 
every day and all day. The love of 
the world was still strong in my 
heart, and being set apart by an 
outward mark helped me in spirit. 
Looking back, I see that without that 
aid 1 might not have pei-.?evered. I 
have, among my treasured posses- 
sions, a dark-blue ribbon with yello\v 
lettering.

We felt that we had gained the 
true measure of our Leader, when, 
in his inaugural address, he ericd:

A VETERAN LOOKS BACK 

Some Sidelights on the Experi- 
ences of Recruiting - Sergeant 
Jonas Bartef, "A Great and 
Loyal Salvationist" 

,ey MRS. LIEUT.-C0LONEL MOORE 

Eccruitjng-Sergeant Jonas Barter, 
SI great and loyal Salvationist, and 
an outstanding figure in .St. .Tohn';. 
sat beside me at the table last night, 
and told me a little of his past ex- 
perience — a most interesting story. 
He is a picture of robust honesty 
and goodness, combining in himself 
the (juality of strength of heart and 
character in contradis- 
tinction to the oncoming 
weakness of old age. .At 
the same time one is sur- 
prised at the vitality 
wliich carries him on in 
ceaseless activity, despite 
his se\'enty-four years, 

"I was called out last 
night at midnight," he 
said. 

"Wnio had the nerve to 
call .vou out on a Winter's 
night iit midnight?" I 
tiueried. 

"It was a suffering 
dog," he replied, 

".And surely you are as 
precious as a dog," I ex- 
claimed. 

"They could not let it 
suffer," he said apolo- 
geticall.v. For Jonas Bar- 
ter is the efficient 
Humane Officer for the 
city of St. John's. 

When you speak of 
antecedents. Brother 
Barter refers you to his 
grandfather, Jonas 
Barter, who came to St. 
John's in the early part 
of last century. This 
grand old man had great 
ideas for his grandson, 
Jonas. But he was sud- 
denly called jiway before 
his plans iiud lime to 
iiiaturc. He had willed 
that young Jonas was to 
I'cecivc a legacy of five 
thousand doUar.s and 
considerable ,)ro pert y 
when he attained h i s 
ma.iolity. 

A street in the central 
part of the city is named 
;:fter this old gentleman — Barter's 
Hill. In one of the hou.ses boijuoath- 
c<l, Mr. Barter lived for seventy 
years, vacating it two months ago. 

Jonas early deci<ied that New- 
foundland was too quiet for him; 
father and grandfather might con- 
tent themselves here, but be would 
go to Canada. And so, when fifteen 
year.s of age, he went to Ottaw:i. 
Ther." he stayed but two year.s and 
then returned and, like his forbears, 
has spent the remainder of his long 
life in the capital of Newfoundland. 

It is ,sad to relate that in eariy 
manhood he began to drink and 
started a career wdiicli caused him 
much sorrow and vemovsc. 

Our hero was a strong man 
physically speaking, and it was this 
fact and the better wagps nffpi-."! 
which c;iusc(l him to take ui) the 
trade of moulding in a foundry, at 
which work he continued for seven- 
teen years. He became known as ii 
hard drinker, and his evenings we,e 
sjient in gambling, drinking and 
dancing.
